address on Robert Burns was given by | 

E. V. Bergin of Clairmont at the) 

curlers’ banquet which was held on the 
evening of January 25. 


While the banquet was held under 
the auspices of the curlers, the occa- 
sion took on a two-fold function in 
that the memory of the great Scottish 
bard was given a prominent place. 


Mr. Bergin spoke as follows: 


“This twenty-fifth day of January, 
1934. we celebrate two important 
events: the annual banquet of Clair- | 
mont Curling Club and the birthday of 
one of the Empire's celebrities—Robert 
Burns —- immortalized, honored, sung 
and quoted all over the Bnglish- 
speaking colonies and countries and 
wherever a Scotsman or other Briton 
may be found. 


“It is just 175 years ago today that 
the immortal bard was born in a little 
cottage close to the Brig-o-Doon, in 
Ayrshire—a_ cottage which I have 
visited. There is a tradition, that his

MUNICIPAL MANURE 
MANUFACTURE IN GERMANY 


Berlin (Germany) nine 
municipal farms aroun’ the city, They 
are used mainly for the utilization of 
the city sewage, and among other 
practical purposes is the making of 
edelmist. The Word means precious 
manure, and it is claimed that edel- 
mist gives 560 to 100 per cent increased 
grain yield over farmyard manure, It 
is made in the following manner; 
twigs of wood are spread on a perma- 
nent floor, either paved concrete, 
which has a gentle slope with a gutter 
at the lower end leading to a deep 
pit. Over these twigs stable manure 
as brought from the barns is spread 
loosely about a foot deep. The straw 
used for the bedding of the animals 
is cut small so that there are no long 
pieces in the manure. The manure is

On the seventh day more stable 
manure is put on the same heap, 


loosely as before, and after fermentin+ 
for three days is compacted again on 


the fourth, The process is repeated 
several times until a heap of about 
10 or 12 feet high is built up. It is 
then allowed to rot for about four or 
five months, after which the manure 
is ready for use, During this time, | 
the liquid oozes out and collects in 
the pit from which it is used directly 
on the fields as manure Seven such 


heaps are prepared simultaneously, 
one for each day of the week. 


EAST INDIAN VILLAGERS 
AND POULTRY RAISING 


The uphill fight in trying to ineul- 
cate good poultry practices among the 
villagers of British India are described 
by R. W. Fairbank in the Poona Ag- 
ricultural College magazine. If we 
were to have a poultry plant here, he 
writes, and we desired to spread the 
idea of poultry raising among the vil- 
lagers, we would have to lay down a 
prime principle that, in so far as it 
did not interfere with good poultry 
practices, we should aim to keep

It is remarkable how few sheep

|} catch and handle their stock, says Mr. 


J. B. Spencer in “Sheep Husbandry in 
Canada,” issued by the Dominion De- 
partment of Agriculture, The old 
shepherd's crook, so humane and use- 
ful in the years that are past, is no 
longer seen on more than a very few

How To Prevent 


‘Weakand Hairless 


Farrowed Pigs 


Weak and hairless farrowed pigs! 
are commonly seen after lone cold 
| winters This is caused by the sows 
not being able to secure green feed 
or root for the minerals required to 
balance their ration during winter as 
they can in summer 

The ordinary farm-grown grains, 
such as oats, barley and wheat may 
form a basis for a suitable ration for 
wintering brood sows A ration com 
posed of two parts by weight of oats 
and one part of wheat or barley will] 
make a suitable gerain ration The 
erain may be fed whole or ground 
A successful method is to feed whole 
grain seattered on the ground in the 
morning and allow the sows to gather | 
the grain, thereby getting exercise, A 
thick slop can then be fed as the 
evening feed, 

With mature sows roughage can 
usually be supplied in the form of 
alfalfa or a green oat bundle Young 
sows and gilts should have a ration 
containing a protein feed such as 
milk or tankagwe fed at the rate of 
eight pounds in each hundred pounds 
of chop Roots or potatoes are valu 
able. One pound of bran per day for 
three weeks before farrowing will 
have «a laxative effect and improve 
the health of the sow 

The direct cause of hairless and 
weak pigs, says W. J. Thomason, dis 
triet agriculturist, is usually the lack| 
of todine in the ration This can be} 
most easily fed in the form of Potas- 
sium iodide, One ounce is mixed with | 
two quarts of water and fed at 
rate of one tablespoonful to each sow |
